During the past threo “montha' or more 
the prevailing question in the minds “of 
Farmer, Merchant, Officiat and Foreigner 
alike has been: When will it rain? 

This ycar thore was even less of the 
necessacy spring moisture than usual, 
and for this reason the, gfound ‘was 
largely unplanted down to the time of 
hot weather. In some limited districts 
indeod there were rains which rendered “it 
safe to put in the seed, and in many 
regions the laborious and expénsive process. 
of planting with doses of water from the 
distant wells was entered upon, but it is 
recognized thet this never’ brings the ame 
results ns heavensent moisture, and is often 
a flat failure, It is an ancient saying that 
vn the sixth of the sixth moon one may 
sec grain ‘heading out but this year-if 
tha inillet was a little above ground it was 
ag much as could be oxpected: Through- 
out wide regions’ thete. been very little tall 
millet “(kaoliang’ or eorghum) planted, and 
as this is a staple, it marks an important 
less, Peanuts “are also mostly lacking 
hereabouts, und as for some years these 
have been in great demand, purchasers 
from Tientsin standing ready to take the 
whole crop at once, this will make-an im- 
portant difference in local revenues. 

Even worse than this there is absolutely 
no cotton throughout this great cotton 
district, and everyone will not only have to 
wear old clothes, but thore wil] be no 
picking to bo done by the women 
and the old in the autumn, no glean: 
ings for the poor, and no making over 
of old bedquilts to keep out the 
winter's frost. “Besides this, owing to 
4 sudden. change of temporature. in 
April after the’buds had begun to swell, 
there is almost no fruit, which is the poor 
man’s hopo and stay. Apricots, and 
peaches are scant, inferior, and dest, and 
what the frost did nol take the’ ‘early 
worm” tas on hand to claim. All this 
means a deeper poverty than usual, and 
suffering, even when there ought to bea 
harvest. For the spring wheatwas dried 
up ind fhe yield next to nothing in many 
parts, und in all greatly below, me modest 
average.
